Schedule of fire apparatus belonging to the town of 
Wilton: 

First Engine House at East Village, which contains the 
following fire apparatus and fixtures : 

Engine No. 1, with hose carriage complete, with 4 
buckets, 2 lanterns, 2 axes, 1 spade, | iron bar, 26 feet suc- 
tion hose, 450 feet leather leading hose, 150 feet cotton rub- 
ber lined hose, 3 discharge pipes, 1 blunderbuss, 3 rubber 
coats, 18 spanners and belts, with 49 men. 

The Engine House has been supplied with the following 
fixtures: 1 stove and boiler for engine room, 3 lanterns, 4 
bracket lamps, 8 ladders 17 1-2, 26 and 30 feet, about 9 
gallons hose dressing and can for same, about 6 gallons al- 
cohol and can, oil can, coal sifter, 2'water pails, ete. 1 cot-_ 
tage stove for hall, 10 settees, 1 chandelier with 4 lamps, 1 
stand lamp, | table, 2 chairs. 


AT FRENCH VILLAGE. 


Engine No. 2 with hose carriage complete, with 2 
buckets, 2 axes, 1 shovel, 1 iron bar, 24 feet suction hose, 
400 feet cotton rubber lined leading hose, 1 discharge pipe, 
1 blunderbuss, 16 spanners, 8 belts, 5 rubber coats, with 47° 
men. 
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The engine house has been supplied with the following 
fixtures: 1 stove and pipe, 1 boiler, 1 coffee boiler, 2 oil 
cans, 1 jug, 1 oiler, 1 pail, 1 broom, 2 sponges, cotton 
waste, 1-2 ton coal, 1-2 cord wood, 3 ladders, 17, 20 and 
30 feet, 6 lanterns, 1 stove and pipe for hall, 9 settees, 3 
chairs. 

Both engines are, in our opinion, in perfect condition, 
and ieady at any time to do service. Also hose and all 
other fire apparatus is in good order. Engine house No. 1 
is deficient in some respects, which has already been re- 
ported to the selectmen. Also fixtures in the engine room 
are lacking, such as hose reel, trough for washing hose, 
pump and sink, which are indispensable articles in an en- 
gine room, and without which it is impossible for the stew- 
ard to take proper care of the hose. Both companies have 
expended considerable money in fitting up their halls, 
painting and beautifying their engines, for which they de- 
serve much credit. 

There has been but three fires during the past year, 
and those comparatively small. The first was at French 
Village, in the house owned by Mr. Nahum Childs. The 
fire was extinguished in a very short time by Company No. 
2. The next was the buildings of Jerry Driscoll, some two 
miles distant from the village. The alarm was given about 
midnight, and in less than thirty minutes Company No. 1 
had a stream on the fire, and although the buildings were 
nearly all burned down before the engine arrived, we think 
the ‘‘boys” deserve much credit for drawing their engine that 
distance in so short a time. The last was the house of Jas. 
R. Dascomb, which took fire about two o’clock Pp. M., on 
one of the coldest days of the season. No.1 was promptly 
on the ground, but could do nothing to stay the progress of 
the flames, as there was no water nearer than the river, and 
No. 1 was not supplied with hose cnough to reach that 
distance. But No. 2 soon arrived and by playing from one 
tub into the other, soon succeeded in getting a stream on 
the fire, meanwhile the citizens had been hard at work try- 
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ing to save the adjoining buildings, which by hard work they 
succeeded in doing before the firemen could get a stream of 
water from the river. 

This fire demonstrates to us very plainly that we need 
more hose and a better water supply. Had there been a 
reservoir full of water within five hundred feet of that fire 
we think “our boys”? would have shown you how quick 
they could drown that fire, or at least have covered the ad- 
joining buildings so as to render them perfectly safe. 

In regard to a better water supply all we can say is 
this. We have talked and recommended, but searcely any- 
thing has been done in this matter: Now we believe that 
every citizen in this village who knows anything must know 
that we need a better water supply. And should a fire 
occur in many parts of our village today our engines and 
firemen would be powerless, and we should be but little 
better prepared to meet the emergency than we were ove 
year ago last December. And why? Simply because we 
have no water. Now in our opinion it belongs to the citi- 
zens of this village to furnish a good supply of water, and 
if they cannot do this then they must not complain or find 
fault with engineers or firemen if their buildings burn.
